19 KILLED IN TRAIN WRECK 
WEST OF SUDBURY, ONT. 
PARRY SOUND, Ont., March 21--- 


With. an investigation under. way. by' 


railroad officials, rescue workers and 
emergency crews continued their lab- 
ore in tthe gathering dusk last even- 
ing at the lonely libtle station of Dro- 
court, Ont., 46 miles northwest of 
here, ecene of an carly morning 
wreck on the Canadian National 
Railways that coe the lives of at 
least 19 persons and injuries to prob- 
ably a score more. 

The cause of the collision that 
miarks.ithe greatest railway tragedy 
in. Canada since 1910, has not been 
definitely determined. ~ Two crack 
passenger flyers, “dmown as *‘The 
Nationals’’, Nos. 3 and 4 of the Can- 
adian Nwtional limes, hurtling through 
the. darkness vat “3:66 o'clock yester. 
day morning on their fast runs be 
tween Toronto and Winnipeg, crashed 
head-on near mileage 44 on the Sua- 
bury divisidn, 

Train No: 8 left’ Toronto at » 

o'clock last night for Winnipeg. No. 
4 on tg eastbound journey, was scar- 
cely an dour’s run from Parry Sound 
when the two ¢rashed. With the ex 
ception of four members of the train 
crews, it is now believed that most of 
those killed were occupants of a col- 
oniat car attached ito the westbound 
flyer. Survivors eay that the colon- 
ist car caugdt fire following the col- 
jision and that a number of passen- 
gers were unable to escape the flam- 
es 

The isolation of Drocourt added to 
the difficulties in recovering . bodies 
and attending ‘the injured. Little help 
other than from passengers. and 
members of the train crews, was 
available in the sparsely settled sec- 
tion of tthe north country antil the 
arrival of relief trains, f 

The injured were taken aboard the 
undamaged care and given every pos- 
sible aid to lessen their suffering, 
Survivors. worked frantically in the 
darkness, digging into the masses ot 
twisted steel and snow to extricaté 
those pinned under the splintered 
wreckage. Most of the passengers 
were asleep in their berths when the 
terrific impact came and eome were 
killed instantly. Others died when 
they were crushed beneath the wreck- 
ag r were burned to death as they 
ed out for help.

| tory on ‘‘Freedom of the Seas,” by 


Senator Boreh, chairman of the for- 
‘eign relations committee of the Sen- 
ate at Washington. Seriator Borah 
has at times shown an unreasonable 
hostility towards Great ‘Britain, not 
too pleasantly expressed, and. a re- 
grettable lack of sympathy with Old 
World post-war problems , but he 
hes consistently and sincerely cham- 
pioned disarmament. His views and 
the powerful influence’ he exerts at 
‘home entitle him to a careful hear- 
ing. His opinion is that unless there 
is recodification of the rules of law 
| governing the conduct. of belligerents 
and neutrals onthe sea during war, 
conference will 


a big navy bulla ag race between 
Great Britain and the United States 
that will ‘in @ ‘feataclyam,’? 
which in this case is simply another 
name for war...Probably with the 
cruiser bill in mind, he urges the Un- 
ited States to shelve the’ greater-than- 
all-navy idea until an attempt is made 
to reach an agreement with Great 
Britain and other leading maritime 
nations as to the ‘‘rights of neutrals 
who want to engage in legitimate com-~- 
merce when war breaks out.” Sen- 
ator Borah’s definition of ‘‘rights?’ 
is thet ‘‘during war neutrals should 
be free to carry everything in legit- 
imate commerce except munitions of 
war.’’ He contends that this is the 
only definition that will be satisfact- 
ory to the American people and that 
the submarine has so altered the con- 
ditions of warfare that freedom of 
the seas, as he thinks it should be is 
now as essential to the preservation 
of Britain as command of the seas 
once was. 
* A main difficulty. is » the definition 
of what comes under the head of 
munitions of war. | Senator Borah 
holds that ‘‘legititiiate commerce’’ 
includes such things as a nation re- 
quires for ‘‘convenience or comfort”’, 
but once war is on ‘‘contraband’’ be- 
comes elastic term and can be stretch- 
ed to cover about everything common 
to a nation’s daily existence. Even 
, which Senator Borah de- 
clares should not be considered con- 
traband, can reasonably enough, in 
some cittumstances, be looked upon 
as munitions of war... Nothing is said 
about the freedom of the seas for

ALL CAR DRIVERS MUST HAVE 

DRIVER'S LICENSE 
By .an Act passed at the present 
session, all car drivers in Alberta 
must have a driver's license, and 
theee will be available soon. Strange 
to say, the farmers will be included 
in this Act, 

Under the provisions of tthe re- 
printed bill to amend the Vehicles 
and Highways Traffic act, all driv- 
ers of autos must in future be in 
possession. of drivers’ license», 

This license will be issued on pay- 
ment of a fee of fifty cents, and will 
be in force for an indefinite period, 
unless, suspended or cancelled for 
cause, 

No person under 15 years of age 
shall be granted a license, and per- 
sons between the ages of 16 and 18 
may be given licenses only on pass- 
ing satisfactorily, an examination 
similar to that required in the case 
of a chauffeur under the act. 

Taxicabs and livery cars must car- 
ry compulsory insurance. 

Severe penalties are provided for 
parties found driving a car without a 
driver’s license. 


HAVE. YOU YOUR INCOME TAX 
RETURNS IN BY MARCH 8ist 
Once again, Hon. W. D. Buler, Min- 

ister‘ of National: Revenue, is using 
newspaper advertising to assist tax- 
payers in‘complying. with the require- 
ments of the Dominion Income Tax 
Act. In the last issue of the Western 
Globe, an adventisément appears re- 
minding the public of the law which 
stipulates that certain informiation 
must be in the offices of the iticome 
Tax Inspectors by March 31 next. 
s informaition is required. from 
employers, corporations, and trustees 
or persons acting in fiduciary capac- 
ity. It applies to year ending Dec- 
ember. 31, 1928. : 

For instance, employers have to 
file a return giving the amount paid 
each person in salaries, bonuses, com- 
missions, and fees where the amount 
was $1,000.or more, or where the sal- 
ary or wages was at a rate of $1500 
Corporations have to file 
the names of. those who paid divi- 
dénds, whether in cash or stock, and 
the amount of each. Persons acting 
in a fiduciary capacity, such as  os- 
signees, executors, administrators, 


receivers, trustees are required to 


file details of the trust they repres- 
‘ent, together with the names of and 
amounts paid: to beneficiaries. 

Those mentioned in the act as hav- 
to produce this information are ask- 
ed to secure the proper forms from 
the nearest Income Tax Office, fill in 
their forms according to instructions, 
and mail them to Income Tax In- 
spectors at these officés before Mar. 
81st. These forms are known as T3 
for persons acting in a fiduciary cap- 
acity; T4 for employers and T5 for 
corporations. Each form contains 
complete instructions about what the 
law requires. These are information 
forms only, and no cheques are sent 
with them. 

Officials of the Department fully 
appreciate the trouble required in 
making out these forms, but are do- 
ing everything in their power to fac- 
ilitate matters by reminding the pub- 
lic in plenty of time reevecting the 
demands of the law. 

The total collections under the in- 
come Tax Act for last year are some 
millions of dollars ahead of the year 
befofe, in spite of a ten per cent. re- 
duction in’ the tax. Mr. Euler attrib- 


uted this increased collection to three 


things: 

1 More efficient methods of col- 
lection. 

2 The increased prosperity
